It recalls the tradition 
that the first Church at Glastonbury was 
built hy Joseph of Arimathea who gave up 
his garden tomb for the Crucifled Body of 
Our Lord.

The Mansion House of Mount Vernon occupies a 
beautiful site overlooking the Potomac River. The 
house was built in 1743 by Lawrence, half-brother 
of George Washington, The name Hunting Creek 
was changed to Mount Vernon in honor of Admiral 
Vernon, under whom Lawrence had served against 
Spain. In 1747, George came to live at Mount 
Vernon, with Lawrence. Two years after the death 
of Lawrence, in 1752, the title of the estate passed 
to Washington. 


The association of Washington with the place 
during his lifetime and the presence of his tomb 
here made Mount Vernon a shrine of patriotism. 
The Mount Vernon Ladies’ Association, founded by 
Miss Ann Pamela Cunningham, of South Carolina, 
acquired-a two-hundred acre “tract, including, the 
mansion, wharf and outbuildings in 1858. Since that 
time the tract has been enlarged to four hundred 
and seventy-five acres. The Association derives its 
income from the admission fee. This income has 
made possible the maintenance of the property ond 
the introduction of all proper means of protection. 
The members of the Association serve without 
remuneration, 


In the rear, or river front, of the house are 
shaded lawns; in front, or land front, are lawns 
and gardens; disposed about the grounds are the 
outbuildings of a Virginia farm, 


The Flower Garden is quaint with boxwood 
hedges, which are reported to have been set out in 
Washington's time. Directly across the bowling 
green from the flower garden is the kitchen garden, 
The plan for the kitchen garden was derived from 
the same books on gardening that were owned and 
consulted by Washington, 


The Barn, on the south lane was built under 
Lund Washington's supervision in 1782, Lund 
Washington was the manager of the estate at the time, 
All materials used in the construction were found 
close at hand. Bricks were moulded from clay 
found on the estate, mortar was made by burning 
oyster shells in a kiln at the river's edge to obtain the 
lime, and then the lime was mixed with river sand. 
Lumber for all purposes except the shingles, which 
were of cypress and came from the Dismal Swamps, 
came from the nearby woods, 


The Tomb of Washington is a severely plain 
structure of brick, with an arched gateway in front, 
above which a marble slab is inscribed, ‘Within 
this inclosure rest the remains of General George 
Washington,’ Above the door of the tomb are the 
words, “I am the Resurrection and the Life. He that 
pellerey in Me, though he were dead, yet shall he 
ive, 


George Washington's Bedroom is the room in 
which he died, It contains a collection of original 


fumiture, the most notable of which is the bed- 
stead on which he died. It is six feet wide, six and 
one-half feet long and seven feet high. 

The Library is the room which constituted the 
headquarters of Washington, the manager of a great 
estate. His personal correspondence, official letters, 
the daily entries in his diary and his accounts were 
all written at the desk in this room. The desk was 
purchased by the President in Philadelphia before 
he retired. The original thermometer-barometers 
hang at either side of the desk. The mahogany 
case, the globe and a pair of the General's spec- 
tacles are original. Original Washington books and 
others that belonged to members of his immediate 
family are grouped in the first of the four builtin 


book cases. Of the books-in-the-other-cases many 


duplicate volumes were owned by Washington. © 


In Mrs. Washington's Sitting Room, are the 
original Hepplewhite table ond Chippendale card 
table. A winged chair which belonged to George 
Washington's mother; and side chairs which were 
there in Washington's time, 

The Family Dining Room contains a sideboard 
which belonged to Washington; eight original side 
chairs; the high chair which was for Mrs. Washing- 
ton's granddaughter, Nelly Custis; the mirrored 
plateau on the table which was imported from France 
by Washington; and the Waterford cut-glass can- 
delabra, which are original. 

In the Banquet Hall is the beautiful mantelpiece 
of Carrara and Siena marble, carved in Italy and 
presented to Washington by Samuel Vaughan of 
London, who also gave the two mantel vases. Other 
original articles are two silver bracket lamps, the 
clock, two large flowered vases, Chippendale-type 
candlestands and four landscapes in oil. 


. The West Parlor is one of the most interesting 
rooms in the Mansion. The window cornices are 
relics of the days when George Washington lived 
here. Note also the panelled walls, the decorated 
ceiling and door frames. Most impressive is the 
fine mantel with the coat of arms of the Washington 
family in the pediment above it. The Washington 
crest and the initials GW“ are cast in the iron fire- 
back of the fireplace. 

In the Music Room is the Harpsichord, imported 

from London in 1793 and given by Washington to 
Nelly Custis. On the Harpsichord is a flute, rose- 
wood, silver mounted, and is believed to have been
